I LIKE a smooth running machine. 
I never allow a single rattle, or 
* noise, to appear in the car I drive without instantly seeing that it is 
eliminated. 
This is no conceit on my part, merely the enacting of a 
characteristic that was probably bora with me. The credit goes to my 
forefathers! 
"A messenger boy,” Sir Henry W, Thornton, able head of the Cana­ 
dian National Railroad, once stated, “is as important in hi. sphere as I 
am in mine. The minute a single man slacks on the job. a bolt begins to 
rattle!" 
The orchestral conductor appreciates this truth when the slightest 
discord will be instantly recognized by lam—even though that discord 
comes from the smallest, and apparently least important, of all instru­ 
ments in the orchestra.

For the m anufacture of gold leaf 
the finest gold is bought from the 
U. S. Assay office, alloyed w ith a 
very small am ount of copper and 
silver to bring it down from 24 
carats to 22’i, and rolled out until 
It becomes a ribbon 1-1000 of an 
inch t^iick. 
Of this ribbon each m an is given 
a strip weighing 62 pennyw eight 
and about a foot long. 
T his “b e a t­ 
ing'’ is cut into pieces about I* 
inch square. 
These are placed 
separately between four inch squares 
of paper, bound w ith parchm ent into 
a book-like bundle, called a cutch. 
The entire package then is ham ­ 
mered for a third of an hour, or 
until the gold has spread to the 
edges of the paper. 
Then the gold leaves are q uar­ 
tered and each new' piece, one inch 
square, is placed between the leaves 
of another bundle, m ade of gold­ 
beaters’ skin, and called a shoder. 
Again the gold is ham m ered out to 
the edges. 
This takes about two 
hours. 
Again the sheets of bold are cut 
into four 
parts. 
T his tim e they 
are put in 
a bundle of 1.125 skins, 
each piece between two skins. This 
bundle, 5 1* 
inches square, is the 
mould.
